Later tonight he influenced the 
House leaders to agree to bring the 
debenture proposal to a direct vote 
in the House on Thursday. The lat- 
termresult was accomplished at a con- 
ference at the White House. 

The President summoned the Re- 
publican Congressional leaders and 
talked very plainly to them on the 
need of getting action on the farm 
bill to keep his own and the party’s 
pledges. 

The conference lasted an hour and 
a half and President Hoover himself 
suggested the plan that was finally 
adopted to bring the debenture 
scheme to a direct vote in the House 
as the only means to force the Senate 
to act or put that body in an unde 
sirable position if it failed to recede 
and continued to block progress on 
farm relief. House leaders accepted 
his views and the program was 
adopted, although the disposition of 
the House leaders at first was 
against the move. 

The House leaders assured the 
President that the House would de- 
feat the debenture proposal by an 
overwhelming majority. Senator 
McNary said that if the House did 
so the Senate would recede from its 
position and quickly pass the farm 
relief bill.

CHICAGO, June 11.—The Standard 
Oi] Company of Indiana and fifty- 
one associated companies were found 
guilty of violating the Sherman anti- 
trust act by pooling ‘‘oil cracking"’ 
processes, in a decision rendered in 
the United States District Court to- 
day. Three federal judges sat in the 
lawsuit and the majority opinion 
was signed by Judges Evan A. Evans 
and George T. Page. Judge A. D. 
Anderson dissented. 
The decision grants the govern- 
ment a permanent injunction re- 
straining the defendant companies 
from further violations of the law, 
and comes after more than four 
years of litigation. It is believed the 
decision will be appealed to the 
United States Supreme Court. 

If the Supreme Court upheld the 
decision a material decrease in gaso- 
line prices would result, government 
prosecutors asserted. An unfavor- 
able decision by the Supreme Court 
would mean a loss of hundreds of 
millions of dollars in royalties an- 
nually to the four companies con- 
trolling the patents, it was estimated. 


Patented Process Involved. 
In the origina! suit, filed in 1925 


the government charged that the de- 
fendants had conspired to restrain 


trade and create a monopoly by re-, 


fusing independent concerns the right 
to use the patented Burton cracking 
process to extract gasoline from 
crude oil. 

The Standard of Indiana contended 
that the process had been of vast 
benefit to consumers and had ma- 
terially lowered the price of gasoline. 
Two hundred patents were involved 
in the suit. - 

The majority opinion of Judges 
Evans and Page is in thirty pages 
The defendant companies were di- 
vided into two classes—one called the

LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica 
June 11.—Commander Byrd has 
named the radio station at Little 
America after Adolph 8. Ochs, pub- 
lisher of THe New York Times. 

This is the most southern radio sta- 
tion in the world and one of the 
busiest short-wave stations ever con- 
structed. Through it, communication 
has been maintained with very little 
interruption with Tue New Yor« 
Trmes radio station. It has most al- 
ways been possible to reach some 
amateur stations. 

An amazing amount of traffic, 
press, official expedition business 
messages have been 
Time signals are re- 
ceived here regularly so that the 
chronometer may be checked, and 
short-wave broadcasts have been re- 
ceived with considerable success, al- 
though at times they are distorted 
by rapid fading. On the whole, 
communication has been even better 
than was expected. 

The station is the most noticeable 
thing in our landscape, the three 
towers, sixty feet high, forming a 
triangle about one of the houses. 
They are just at the head of the 
slope leading up from the Inlet and 
the bay and stand out against the 
sky, even in our long night. A light 
has been placed on one of them so 
that if any one should become lost 
while walking, the light would guide 
him back home, as it could be seen 
above the average layer of drifting 
snow.

It was brought out taht to counter- 
act the effect of the semi-commercial 
‘mushroom synagogues,’’ which are 
held in public halls during the holi- 
days of Rosh-ha-Shanah and Yom 
Kippur, some congregations had em 
ployed boys under 13 to sing in the 
place of cantors. These boys, some 
of whom are said to be brilliant 
vocalists, draw crowds, and in part 
help the synagogues to recoup the 
financial losses of the holidays and 
to improve attendance. 

Quotations from the Talmyd were 
introduced by Rabbi Osher Chassin, 
director of the Cantors’ League, to 
show that leadership in religious 
rites by persons under the age of 13 
is against the teachings of the or- 
thodox Jewish faith 

Representatives of several congre- 
gations admitted that the practice 
was unorthodox and to be discour- 
aged, but they said economic consid- 
erations forced them to adopt it.

While only a few days ago those 
who were most strongly opposed to 
any ratification at all got the easiest 
and longest hearing in group dis 
cussions, it now those who urge that 
France cannot, in these or any cir- 
cumstances, even appear to deny 
her obligations who are listened to 
most attentively. 

The Cabinet will not make any 
final decision until after the return 
of Aristide Briand, the Foreign Min 
ister, from Madrid, where he is at 
tending a meeting of the League of 
Nations Council 

For ratification by decree, one of 
the soundest arguments which is ad- 
vanced is that it wiil take the least 
time, and time for a long debate 
with frequent crises can ill be spared 
betwen now and the end of July, by 
which date a final decision of the 
Young plan and ratification of the 
debt agreements and evacuation of 
the Rhine and one way or anothe:

Ramania Will Pay Swedish Com- 
pany $12,000,000 to Build 
Waterway and Power Plant. 


BUCHAREST, Rumania, June 11 
?).—Negotiations were completed to- 
day between the Rumanian Gov- 
; ernment and the Swedish engineer- 

ng firm of Krueger & Co., of Stock- 
‘holm, for the construction of a 
navigable canal to connect Bucharest 
| with the Danube River. 

The cost of the canal is understood 
to be 2,000,000,000 lei (about $12,000, 
000). Half of this will be expended 
in building a fifty-two mile canal and 
constructing harbor works on the 
Danube. The other half will be used 
to establish an electric railway 
system. 

The 


Kruger Company also. will 
erect a powerful electric station at 
Valea Plangor!, near Bucharest, 
which will supply Bucharest and its 
environs with electric power. 

The project, which is understood to 
have the approval of American engi- 
neers, is expected to be realized in 
four years. Rumania will take 300,- 


000,000 lei of the bonds to be issued. ! 


The rest will be offered abroad. 


The proposed Danube canal will 
have its river terminus at Oltenitza, 
about thirty miles from the Ru- 
manian capital. It will follow the 
bed of the Dambooitza River. 

It is not intended to bring sea 
going vessels inland, but primarily 
to facilitate the transport of lumber, 
brick, sand, gravel, vegetables and 
other bulky commodities which are 
cheap at the Danube and expensive 
at Bucharest.

AS FINDER OF AMERICA 


Deletes Claim for Norse Explorer 
From Resolation on Protests in 


Behalf of Irish and Italians. 


Specialto The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, June 11.—As a re 
sult of a protest made by Represen 
tative LaGuardia of New York, the 
House today refused to give credence 


to the theory that the Norse ex 
plorer, Leif Ericson, discovered the 
American mesniand about the year 
1000 

Various persons, including former 


President Coolidge, have credited 
“Leif the Lucky,” son of Eric the 
Red, with being the first white man 
to set foot on this continent. 

But when Representative Burtness, 
Republican, of North Dakota, made 
mention of Ericson as the discoverer 
in a resolution, it evoked a storm of 
protest which resolved itself into a 
three-cornered fight. The distinction 
was claimed for an Irishman as well 
as for Columbus 

The Burtness resolution would au- 
thorize President Hoover to accept 
an invitation from the Danish colony 
of Iceland to participate in 
1,000th anniversary of the Althing, 
the Icelandic Parliament, which has 
been in existence since the Nor- 
wegian occupation of the island and 
first sat in 930. 

The resolution also directed the 
President, as a mark of friendship 
for Iceland, to erect in that country 
a statue or other memorial! to Leif 
Ericson. 

The preamble of the _ resolution 
pointed out the centuries of friend- 
ship between the Icelanders and the 
people of this continent and also said 
that Ericson was the first white man 
to discover America 

“Doesn't the gentleman know that 
many historians of repute attribute 
the discovery of America to an Irish- 
man in the sixth century?” asked 
Representative D'Connor, Democrat, 
of Louisiana 

“But the weight of historical au- 
thority favors Columbus as the dis- 
coverer,”’ Representative LaGuardia 
interposed. 

After brief debate the reference to 
the discovery was eliminated, but the 
provision for an Ericson statue was 
retained with an amendment limit- 
ing its cost to $50,000.

The address followed a pageant, in 
which the 238 girls, in caps and 
gowns, headed by members.of the 
faculty and trustees, marched across 
the campus to the chapel as several 
thousand friends and guests looked | 
on. Before President MacCracken’s 
farewell talk it was announced that 
gifts totaling $210,000 had been made 
tc the college during the year. 

Sophistication, the president de- 
clared, is not confined to any par- 
ticular field of American life, but 
extends to all activities—to the col- 
leges and churches as well as to the 
worlds of music, the social arts and 
politics. 

Attacks Machine-Age Views. 

Its essential quality is the forget- 
ting of thought and an obsession 
with form yielding to an appeal to 
the lower emotions and its concern 
with the forms that can evoke those 
emotions, he said. This ‘‘victory of 
form over substance’’ is creating .a 
vast aridity in our lives, which ex-» 
tends to the very speech we use. 

“The result has been a new arti- 
ficiality of education, which makes 
culture, home and education peppy,”’ 
President MacCracken went on. 
“An excellent illustration of this is 
seen in a recent volume called ‘At 
Home Among the Atoms,’ by a pro- 
fessor of chemistry, in which the 
metallic elements are introduced 
under the chapter title, ‘Gentlemen 
Prefer Blondes.’ Hydrogen is bap- 
tized ‘Nize Bebby,’ and oxygen is 
introduced as ‘The Poor Working 
Girl.’ ”’ 

The dependence upon set patterns 
of thought and of doing things 
arouses a tendency to place restric- 
tions upon all discourse, he con- 
tended. This ‘impatience of a? 
machine age’’ will not listen to the 
deliberative philosophy upon the pub- 

|lic platform, so that questions of 
greatest importance to society, in- 
cluding internationalism, pacifism 
and social hygiene, ‘‘are carefully 
banned form polite society.’’

TEACHING 10 THIN 


President-Elect in University of 
Chicago Address Says He 
Would Widen Horizons. 


SCORES BOLSHEVISM TALK 


Yale Law Dean Declares Colleges 


Cannot Reform Men, but Must 
Open Their Minds.

CHICAGO, June 11.—Delivering the 
convocation address at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago today, President- 
elect Robert M. Hutchins declared 
that in his view the purpose of 
higher education was ‘‘to unsettle 
the minds of young men, to widen 
their horizon, to influence their in- 
tellects.”’ 

The dean of the Yale Law School, 
who in the Fall will take office as 
the youngest president of a large 
university in the country, took issue 
with critics accusing professors of 
“undermining religion’’ and ‘‘com- 
munizing’’ youth. 

He asserted that the university was 


not engaged in ‘‘reforming’’ o1 
‘amusing’ young men but existed 
“to teach them to think, to think 


straight if possible, but to think al 
ways for themselves.” 


Takes Issue With Education Critics. 


In his address Dr. Hutchins said: 

“Among all sorts of peoples and 
in all kinds of places it has become 
the fashion to attack American edu- 
cation. Some criticisms one may 
pass by quickly as too silly to be 
entertained by people intelligent 
enough to deserve sttention. One 
such is that higner education makes 
men immoral and godless. 

“Another, closely related to the 
first, is that it upsets and disturbs 
young people. This may be phrased 
alternately and read that universi- 
ties are teaching Bolshevism. Al- 
though I am sure that no one here 
present ever held such ideas, they 
are by no means confined to the il- 
literate or the reactionary. 

“The conception oi education as a 
process of settling, or hardening, of 
the fixation of sound principles and 
righteous dogma in the youth of 
America brings me at once to state 
my own view of the purpose of uni- 
versity training. 

Teaching Youth to Think. 


“It is that the purpose of higher 
education is to unsettle the minds 
of young men, to widen their hori- 
zon, to influence their intellects. And 
by this series of mixed metaphors I 


mean to assert that education is not| 


to teach men facts, theories or laws. 

“It is not to reform them or to 
amuse them, or to make them tech- 
It is to teach 
them to think, to think straight if 
possible, but to think always for 
themselves. 

“At every age their elders have a 
way of underestimating the develop- 
ment of the young. As a result many 
people seem fo have the notion that 


the processes of education are sim- | 


ple and easy—that the student comes 
to college a sort of plzstic mass to 
be molded by the teacher in what- 
ever likeness he will. 

“It is sad but true that at 18 or 19, 
or graduation from high school, it is 
too late to take a boy and make a 
man of him and interest him in his 
studies. He has solidified, too often 
in more ways than one.

Racing was resumed at Aqueduct

With pleasant weather and good 
racing, the large crowd appeared 
well pleased, but the thrill of the 
afternoon was Comstockery's finish 
in the Queens County, which he won 
by a head from the fast-closing 
Sortie, with Mi Vida third. 

Comstockery was a 6 to 1 shot and 
he earned $8,850 by the victory. 
which was a very creditable one for 
the son of Chicle as Sortie looked a 
winner in the last sixteenth, but 
Comstockery came again and held 
on long enough to win He was 
carrving the feather of 97 pounds 
being in receipt of twenty pounds 
from Sortie 

Although several of the races were 
started from the Waite stall gate, 
the Queens County field was sent 
away from the mile post with the 
usual webbing. All broke well, Byrd 
Comstockery and Beacon Hill being 
the early leaders. 


Comstockery Moves Up. 


Buddy Bauer had been made the 
13 to 5 favorite, but he was well 


back at all times. Going around the 
turn Comstockery drew up on Byrd 
and Beacon Hill closed on them both 
Begorra began to move up on the 
rail and it looked like a great battle 
from the head of the stretch to home. 
But Beacon Hill ran out and Begorra 
stopped. 

This left Byrd and Comstockery 
alone, but only a few minutes as 
Sortie and Mi Vida came out of the 
pack and set sail for the head of the 
procession. Comstockery put on an 
extra notch and this was too much 
for Byrd, which folded up. 

When Sortie ranged alongside in 
the closing stages it appeared as if 
Comstockery had nothing left, but 
there was still another ounce of 
speed in reserve and it enabled him 
to keep up long enough to get over 
the line a winner in 1:393-5 for the 
mile.

The result yesterday, like the pre- 
vious vote of the Senate on the de- 
benture plan, shows that he cannot. 
There is no discounting the political 
significance and consequences of 
this action by the Senate. It is 
not only a present embarrassment 
to President HOOvER but a future 
threat. People will wonder if his 
whole constructive program both in 
foreign policy and in domestic mat- 
ters is not imperiled. 

Mr. HOOVER'S statement leaves no 
doubt as to his own course. He is 
bound to stand fast. If the farm 
bill is sent to him by Congress with 
the debenture amendment he can do 
no other than veto it. To sign it 
would be not only to impair his re- 
pute for straight thinking and hon- 
est dealing, but would go far to 
wreck his administration before it 
was well begun. These facts are 
well known, and need not be labored. 
Because they are perfectly under- 
Stood, the probability is strong that 
some way out will be found for both 
the President and Congress. The 
farm bill itself has already gone 
back to conference, with the pros- 
pect of an early yote in the House 
on the debenture proposal. When 
tempers have cooled off it should 
be possible for the Republican lead- 
ers, if they have not lost all their 
resourcefulness and their cunning, 
to hit upon some plan to save both 
party and their President. 
They cannot wish the picture long 
to stand before the public eye of a 
President wounded in the 
house of his friends.

NO CASUALTIES REPORTED. 


That Washington “testimonial 
dinner” to Mr. JOUETT SHOUSE went 
yff far better than was feared. Mr. 
HOUSE deserves all the dinners he 
en eat; but it is natural for pru- 
Jent old heads to distrust these “ or- 
gnized” Democratic feasts. Some- 
body may “spill the beans.”

THE NORTHERN FLYING ROUTE. 
The flight of the Swedish aviator 


of the northern flyimg route. He re- 
gards it as “ the normal commercial 
route by air across the Atlantic.” It 
called, in his case, for 1,050 miles 
of flying from Bergen, Norway, to 
Reykjavik, Iceland; 812 miles from 


|that place to Ivigtut, Southwestern 


Greenland; 812 miles again from 
Ivigtut to Anticosti, in the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence. After that, most of 
the flying would be overland, and 
near the coast, to New York. One 
advantage claimed for this route 
over that from Newfoundland, to 
Ireland or France, is that it would 
not include anywhere a very long 
overseas flight. Stops could be made 
for refueling, with the result that 
space would be available for mail, 
express matter and passengers. 
From St. John’s to Clifden, Ireland, 
the distance in the first non-stop 
Atlantic flight of Captain ALCOCK 
and Lieutenant Brown, in June, 
1919, was 1,936 miles. The total on 
“the northern route” over the sea 
would be 2,674 miles, with three 
stops. In good flying weather this 
mileage would not appear formi- 
dable. The great value of Captain 
AHRENBERG’S adventure should be 
the demonstration of weather con- 
ditions in the North Atlantic, in 
Greenland waters and down a rugged 
coast to Anticosti. 

In the United States Army around- 
the-world flight the real start across 
the Atlantic, going west, was made 
from Kirkwall, Orkney Islands, after 
a “hop” from Brough on the Hum- 
ber River, England. The fog was so 
thick (July 30, 1924) that two planes 
of Lieutenant SMITH’S squadron had 
to turn back. A third continued 555 
miles to Hornafiord, Iceland. The 
plane Chicago reached Iceland later, 
but the Boston had to make a forced 
landing in Faroe waters and was a 


“ total loss.” Another stop was made 


in Iceland, at Reykjavik. The two 
sound planes then headed for Fred- 
riksdahl, Greenland, 830 miles dis- 
tant. “This,” it was said, “was by 
“far the most Gangerous part of the 
“entire tr.p.” Other stops were made 
at lvigtut, Greenland, and Icy Tickle, 
Labrador. The passage the 
ftlantic Coast to Boston presented 
no great difficulties. 

The first attempt to the 
“northern route ” was the venture of 
BERT HASSELL and PARKER CRAMER, 
who came to grief in Western Green- 
land when they ran out of gasoline 
in August of last year. They made 
a long leg from Rockford, IIl., to 
Greenland, 1,600 miles, but had to 
take the risks of a forced landing 
on the Sukkertoppen ice arm while 
searching for Professor Hospss’s ob- 
Servatory base at Mount Evans. 
They afterward returned to Rock- 
ford, having had to abandon their 
plan of flying the 
land ice cap to the eastern coast. 
This, of course, was not a true test 
of the “northern but it 
brought out the peril of flying in 
the Greenland area. Professor HELGE 
BANGSTED, who went to Ivigtut to 
make a base for Captain AHREN- 
BERG, has pointed out, in a dispatch 
to THE TIMES, the adverse weather 
conditions under which flying must 
often be Gone in Greenland seas. It

THE NARROWS TUNNEL. 


Mayor WALKER is striding about 
the city these Spring days like some 
ancient Greek god with a horn of 
plenty, scattering largesse, This 
borough gets a tunnel, that borough 
gets a bridge. The west side gets a 
motor highway, the east side a fine 
plan for a waterfront drive Here a 
slum-clearance project is approved, 
there new parks are projected. Ele- 
vated structures are to be torn 
down, new piers built. In this way 
all the wards and boroughs which 
happily mother the city’s electorate 
are given a taste of the joys that 
are in store for the faithful. 

The latest of these projects is the 
Narrows Tunnel. The joint report 
of the Board of Transportation and 
the Department of Plant and Struc- 
tures is now before the Board of 
Estimate for approval. A crossing 
of some kind between Staten Island 


and Brooklyn has long been & 
dream not only of the politicians 
but of the city planners. After 


Mayor HYLAN’S half-baked scheme 
for a freight tunnel came to nothing, 
Mayor WALKER'S Citizens’ Commit- 
tee took up the idea of a vehicular 
tunnel which should give Staten 
Island a direct outlet to the east 
and north OLE SINGSTAD, chief 
engineer and superintendent of the 
Holland Tunnel, approved. The 
Regional Flan Committee, which 
speaks with greater authority than 
any other body, considers the Nar- 
rows crossing a “major feature in 
the regional highway system.” It 
would be part of the great Metro- 
politan Highway Loop, connecting 
on the west with the Goethals Bridge 
over Arthur Kill. It might even 


some day form part of a coastal | 


highway, by-passing Manhattan to 
the south. 

Granted that the project is sound 
from the point of view of the engi- 
neer and the city planner, the Board 
of Estimate must pass on its timeli- 
ness and financing. To bring about 
relief of traffic congestion in and 
about New York City will cost un- 
told millions of dollars. There area 
score of projects, wholly meritorious 
in themselves, which yet must wait 
on an orderly development. One 
group wants this tunnel, another 
that. Without the guidance of an 
official planning commission the 
Board of Estimate is tempted to 
yield to the greatest pressure. It 
has hit on the scheme of financing 
these public improvements as far as 
possible out of tolls. The present re- 
port, however, says nothing of the 
feasibility of applying that method 
to this particular project. It is going 
to be more expensive than had been 
expected. Mr. SINGSTAD estimated 
the cost at $48,000,000, 
“ equipped, including necessary real 
“estate for right of way and plazas.”’ 
Messrs. GOLDMAN and DELANEY have 
raised the estimate to $78,000,000 
To get the full benefit of the tunnel 
it should be accompanied by a cross- 
town highway connecting it through 
Brooklyn and Queens with the Tri- 
borough Bridge. 





A SIXTEEN-YEAR WAR. 


The Rockefeller Foundation in its 
reorganized form, merging with its 
own assets and obligations those of 
the Laura Spelman Foundation and 
extending its activities to include 
those of the International Education 
Board, enters upon the new chapter 
of its beneficence with resources of 
$203,000,000, against which there are 
outstanding obligations of $35,000,- 
v00. Its efforts continue to be ex- 
erted almost wholly in the realm of 
public health: in research, in pre- 
ventive medicine and hygiene, in 
support of medical and public health 
training, and in protection against 


communicable disease—with the 
world as its field. The remaining 
functions of the four Rockefeller 


boards (which have together spent 
$225,000,000 of their capital funds 
as well as their incomes) fall to the 
General Education Board.

Although the New York Central is 
understood to be willing that the 
two new trunk linea be created, the 
Pennsvivania ia known to be hostile 
to their formation The Pennsy! 
vania owns 49 per cent of Wabash 
stock and for thia reason the move 
of the amaller road is seen as re 
flecting the policies of the larger 
one Since, however, the Pennsayl 
vania has placed no director on the 
Wabash board and ostensibly re 
mains aloof from its management 
the connection hetween the two 
roads is not tangible 

The plan of the Wabash, which it 
has developed since it was acquired 
by the Pennsylvania, is expected to 
be filed with the commission before 
the end of the week 

The Wabash will ask the commis- 
sion for permission to acquire the 
Pittsburgh & West Virginia, the 
Wheeling & Lake Erie and the West 
ern Maryland. The Pittsburgh & 
West Virginia is controlled by the 
Taplin interests, who are understood 
to be favorable to the Pennsylvania 
interest. The Wheeling is controlled 
by the Van Sweringens and the Tap 
lins and the latter are engaged in 
attempting to attain supremacy in 
this control The Nickel Plate, a 
Van Sweringen line, is now under 
Clayton act citation for its holdings 
of Wheeling, but the Van Swer- 
ingens, through the Alleghany Cor- 
poration, own large blocks of Wheel- 
ing stock once held by the New York 
Central and B. & O. The B. & O. is

The Wabash, in putting forward a
